BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI)— 
Today is dcadline-day for the 
Negro 
ultimatum 
demanding 
that tho city council hire 25 Ne­ 
gro policemen or face possible 
mass demonstrations. 


The Public Safety Committee 
was expected to reject the de­ 
mand and integrationist leader 
Martin Luther King Jr., warned 
that such action could mean a 
march 
on 
Birmingham 
by 
“ hundreds and thousands” of 
demonstrators from all over the 
nation. 


Today “ will bo a crucial day 
for the city,” said the Rev. 
Fred L. Shuttlesworth, one of 
the city’s top integration lead- 
ers. “ I wtill be a crucial day 
for all of us.” 


Birmingham policemen have 
come out strongly against the 
hiring of Negroes. They have 
warned the council it would re­ 
sult in demoralization of the po­ 
lice force. 


Refusal Seen
